| VOCATIONS TO THE RELIGIOUS 
BROTHERHOOD. 

(By Rev. E. F. Garesche, 8. J.) 
There is one department of relig- 
‘jous life perhaps the least understood 
of all by the general public but which 
has an important part to play in the 
work of the Church. It is that of 
the Co-adjutor Brothers, as they are 
called, who are to be found in most 
religious congregations and orders 
and who do not aspire to the priest- 
hood but enter and become religious 
so that they may help in the material 
affairs of the house, and thus co- 
operate with the priests by leaving 
them more free for the duties of their 
sacred ministry. 

These Lay Brothers, as they are 
called, are true religious and they 
participate in the privileges and 
merits of the religious society to 
which they belong. They are not re- the 
quired to have the education demand- 
ed of aspirants to the priesthood, nor 
are they obliged to make the long 
studies required of the latter. They 
‘are given a religious training in the 
novitiate for a couple of years, and 
then begin at once the work assigned 
them, taking care of various depart- 
ments of the religious household, act- 
‘ing as sacristans, as superintendents 
of the working men, as buyers, refec- 
torians, sometimes as farmers, and 
as gardeners when the community 
needs such services. There are also 
orders of Teaching Brothers who de- 
vote their lives to the instruction of 
youth.

THE BIBLE AND EDUCATION 


Our educational system would fail 
if we knew as little about other books 
as we do the Bible, is the assertion 
of the Rev. G. C. Schaub, pastor of 
Trinity Lutheran church, Kansas 
City, Kas. 

The indictment calls to attention a 
condition to be deplored. First, it 
must be admitted, Mr. Schaub’s 
statement seems more than a casual 
remark and appears to have been 
based on close observation of the lit- 
erary trend of the times. 

The Bible remains the best seller 
from the book shelves but its ‘perusal 
unhappily appears on the decline. 
There is in all literature no better 
example of concise and expressive 
thought than to be found in the test- 
aments, old and new. Agnotics even 
do not deny the merit of Holy Writ 
even though they consider it only as 
literature and those who find in it 
their rules of faith and practice are 
lax in duty to their fellows if they do 
not encourage them to read its pages. 

Mr. Schaub's observation suggests 
a timely need. The world, faithful or 
doubting, will be better if more time 
is given to reading the Book that has 
survived the centuries, It should be 
as much a part of modern education 
as when it was a guide in the earlier 
days of advancing civilization.—Kan- 
sas City Pest, July 22, 1925.
